PAPER AND ITS MATERIALS. 


In the House of Representatives last week 
an amendment was carried in the Sundry 
Civil appropriation bill, on motion of Repre- 
sentative Mann, of Illinois, authorizing the 
expenditure of $30,000 by the Secretary of 
Agriculture to test such plants and woods 
as he may believe would prove valuable for 
making paper. This was offered and adopted 
in the belief that the destruction of forests 
at wholesale, acres being destroyed for the 
production of a single newspaper, might be 
averted by the development of other fibres 
for paper making purposes. 

Possibly new industries, indeed, may spring 
up as the result of a practical up-to-date in- 
vestigation through the forestry service and 
the chemical experts. It is interesting to note 
that the remote country of Yucatan is be- 
coming one of the richest states in Mexico 
because of the development of the Sisal in- 
dustry, which produces the “green gold of 
Yucatan.” 

A slight study of books on paper making 
and of the patent records of this in other 
countries suggests at once the wide range of 
possibilities in this direction and the fact that 
almost every conceivable kind of fibre has 
been suggested for paper making. But most 
of these suggestions were before the develop- 
ment of modern industrial chemistry, and 
the new light that may now be thrown upon 
the subject may quite change the situation. 

In connection with the materials of paper, 
the importance of paper testing both of mate- 
rial and method of manufacture may also 
usefully be emphasized. Much literature has 
recently come to the front on this subject, 
and in the next issue of THe PuBLisHERs’ 
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reports and data in this field, which are of 
very large practical importance to book as 
well as to newspaper publishers. 

THE publication of Mrs. Humphry Ward’s 
latest novel simultaneously under three en- 
tirely different titles, in the American, Eng- 
lish and French editions, respectively, calls 
attention to a bibliographical nuisance which 
publishers, of all people, should recognize 
and guard against. When further, however, 
a publisher takes a published novel which 
has outlived its usefulness, and, by a little 
perfunctory revision and a skilfully con- 
trived new title, tacitly palms it off as a 
new novel, the practice comes dangerously 
close to the border-line of fraud. 

Nor is it adequate excuse, as wes made, 
we believe, in a recent case in point, that, 
while the earlier book was the original 
novel, the later one was a novelization of 
the dramatized form of the original! The 
purchaser, unless very carefully warned, is 
going to be fooled; and is going to buy a 
disguised re-working of a book he has al- 
ready read. Rest assured he will not do 
that many times without very emphatic pro- 
test! 

With translated titles there may be some 
excuse; though why René Bazin’s “De Tout 
Son Ame” (“With All His Soul’), must be- 
come “Redemption,” or his “Les Noellets” 
(“The Noellets”) must be in English “This, 
My Son” we failito see. But against Cleveland 
Moffett’s “A King in Rags” of 1908 becom- 
ing “The Battle” in 1909; or against Mrs. 
Ward’s “Lady Merton, Colonist” being 
“Canadian Born” in England, and “George 
Anderson” in France, booksellers, librarians 
and bibliophiles may well enter a protest. 





It is with regret that we note the retire- 
ment from the general trade of the name of 
Armstrong, so honorably associated with it 
since the days when Arthur C. Armstrong was 
the leading member of the firm of Scribner, 
Armstrong & Co., before he founded the 
house of A. C. Armstrong & Son, which has 
continued through three generations. The 
Armstrong hotse has passed over its general 
list of books to another firm, and will here- 
after confine itself to the specialty of a re- 
ligious encyclopedia. Those who have knowl- 
edge of the history of the booktrade remem- 
ber the honored figure of the elder Arm- 
strong, and it is pleasant to think that the 
house he founded has been continued by his

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THE PERPETUAL “BEST-SELLERS.” 


A wWRITER in the ¢urrent number of the 
World’s Work has some interesting statistics 
on the “standard” best-sellers, statistics which 
have not the novelty for the bookseller which 
they have for the general public, but which, 
nevertheless, are of interest. The figures 
quoted are from the stockbook of “one of 
the most prominent and successful of the 
firms which are making a specialty of books 
at low cost,” and may therefore be taken as 
to a certain extent, though of course very 
roughly, typical of comparative sales. The 
writer estimates the sales of “rebind” fiction, 
by the way, at four million copies a year. 

“John Halifax, Gentleman,” leads the list 
of this house’s sales of miscellaneous novels 
which are old favorites with 4230 copies, with 
“Lorna Doone,” “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” “Last 
Days of Pompeii,” “Pride and Prejudice,” 
“Thaddeus of Warsaw” and “Jane Eyre” fol- 
lowing in the order named. “John Halifax” 
is exceeded, however, by “Ivanhoe,” 7204 
copies; “The Last of the Mohicans,” 4844, 
and “The Deerslayer,” 4788, and “Oliver 
Twist 4645 and “David Copperfield” 8281 
copies, which figure seems to give the latter 
book first place among the so-called standard 
novels. For a partial explanation of the 
sales of “Ivanhoe” and “The Last of the 
Mohicans” it must be remembered that both 
these (and several others mentioned by the 
writer) are on the lists of books required 
for college entrance, this stimulating what 
might be called an artificial demand. One is, 
however, surprised that “Ben-Hur” nowhere 
appears; have the sales of this perennial fa- 
vorite fallen off? 

The best-sellers of Scott, aside from 
“Tvyanhoe,” are “Kenilworth” 3228, and, rather 
surprisingly, “Old Mortality” 1049; and of 
Dickens, beside “Oliver Twist” and “David 
Copperfield,” “Old Curiosity Shop” 3048, 
“Pickwick Papers” 1717, and “Little Dorrit” 
1415. Cooper’s favorites are not so pro- 
nounced, running “The Last of the Mohicans” 
4844, “The Deerslayer” 4788, “The Path- 
finder” 4395, and “The Prairie” 3178. George 
Eliot and Thackeray are lower down in the 
scale of popular favor: the one with “Ro- 
mola” 2068, “Silas Marner” 2067, and “Adam 
Bede” 2018; the other with “Vanity Fair” 
1679, “Henry Esmond” 1658, and “The Vir- 
ginians” I1T50. 

For younger readers the favorites seem to 
be “Treasure Island” 6050, “Tom Brown’s 
School Days” 4663, and “Swiss Family Rob- 
inson” 4347. Just why “Robinson Crusoe” 
itself is not in the list is not apparent. 

Longfellow is the most popular poet, with 
Tennyson, Burns, Meredith’s “Lucile” and 
Browning following in this order. Emerson 
is by far the most popular essayist and 
Franklin’s “Autobiography” the most popular 
biography. 

The writer seems astounded by the sales of 
the Horatio Alger books, which, based on 
1909 sales, he estimates at ten million copies 
in the last ten years at a minimum of twenty- 
five cents a copy. This is probably very 
greatly exaggerated. The appearance, in 1900, 


of the New York Book Company’s Alger 
Series at ten cents, not twenty-five, greatly 
increased the sales for that year. 3 


COLONIAL SALES OF ENGLISH 
BOOKS. 


In the report of the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion of Great Britain and Ireland was this 
statement : 

“At the request of the Authors’ Society, 
who complained of a great drop in the sale 
of Colonial editions, a committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate this matter. The Au- 
thors’ Society were, however, unable to sub- 
stantiate the statement that there had been 
an unusual drop or to bring any tangible evi- 
dence on the subject, though it was suggested 
that the reduction, if any, in Colonial sales 
was due to the production of cheap cloth re- 
prints, and this opinion has recently been 
emphasized by one of our New Zealand 
agents.” 

In a recent number of The Author the 
Authors’ Society replies to this at some 
length. It is not quite true, it says, that the 
Authors’ Society was unable to substantiate 
the statement mentioned. It never endeav- 
ored to do so. The point to which it did 
draw attention was not that there was a 
great drop in the Colonial sales, but that 
there ought to have been a great increase in 
past years, considering the large markets that 
are covered, and that there had been no sign 
of such increase. Many statements of ac- 
count come to the society’s office, and it is 
curious to notice how small are the Colonial 
sales compared with the sales in England. 
It is quite evident that something is wrong. 
The publishers are inclined to think that the 
fault does not lie with them, but the result 
of the inquiries made by the society in Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa and Can- 
ada tends to show that the English publishers 
are exceedingly slack in pushing the Colonial 
sales, while the travelling agents of the great 
American houses are constantly present, push- 
ing their wares into all out of the way cor- 
ners as well as in the more familiar places. 
We are inclined ‘to think that it is not the cheap 
reprints so much as the energy of the Amer- 
ican book agent that accounts for the lack 
of circulation of English books in the Colo- 
nial markets. 

We feel bound, however, to give consider- 
able weight to the opinion of one of the fore- 
most publishers in England. He states dis- 
tinctly, in a letter lying before us, that it is 
the cheap sevenpenny editions that are killing 
the Colonial sales, as the Colonial bookseliers 
refuse to stock Colonial editions which are 
liable to be undersold at any moment. At 
the beginning of last year the society issued 
a circular with regard to the sevenpenny re- 
prints and recommended that their publica- 
tion should be delayed as long as possible, 
if not altogether abandoned, after the publi- 
cation of the six-shilling edition. If the pub- 
lisher’s opinion is correct, it would be as well 
to insist that the sevenpenny reprint should 
not be exported to the Colonies.

It says, with THe PusitsHers’ WEEKLY, 
that the correct figuring of costs is a most 
vital part of business, and makes these sug- 
gestions : 

1. Charge interest on the net amount of 
your total investment at the beginning of 
your business, exclusive of real estate. 

2. Charge rental on all real estate or 
buildings owned by you and used in your 
business at a rate equal to that which you 
would receive if renting or leasing it to 
others. 

3. Charge, in addition to what you pay for 
hired help, an amount equal to what your 
services would be worth to others. Also 
treat in like manner the services of any mem- 
ber of your family employed in the business, 
but not on your regular pay roll. 

4. Charge depreciation on all goods carried 
ever on which you may have to make a less 
price because of change in style, damage or 
any other cause. 

5. Charge depreciation on buildings, tools, 
fixtures or anything else suffering from age 
ov wear and tear. 

6. Charge amounts donated or subscrip- 
tions paid. 

7. Charge all fixed expenses, such as taxes, 
insurance, water, light, fuel, etc. 

8. Charge all incidental expenses. such as 
drayage, postage, office supplies, livery or 
expense of keeping horses and wagons, tele- 
grams and telephones, advertising, canvassing, 
etc. 

9. Charge losses of every character, includ- 
ing goods stolen or sent out and not charged, 
allowances made customers, bad debts, etc. 

10. Charge eollectior expense. 

11. Charge any other expense not enu- 
merated above. 

12. When vou have ascertained what the 
sum of al! the foregoing items amounts to, 
prove it by your books and you will have 
your total expense for the year. Then divide 
this figure by the total of your sales and it 
will show the per cent. which it has cost you 
to do business. 


SELLING FOUNTAIN PENS TO DEAD 
MEN. 

The American Stationer warns its readers 
against a new swindle (not at all impossible 
in bookselling) which, for sheer novelty, 
beats anything in some time—selling foun- 
tain pens to dead men. 

The inventor of the dodge operated under 
the name of the Imperial Fountain Pen 
Company. Going every day to the public 
library, he got the files of the newspapers 
from all over the country, and picked out 
promising death notices. 

He then marked a gold-plated band on a 
fountain pen with the dead man’s name and 
sent it to him. The letter stated the pen 
“ordered some time ago” was inclosed, apol- 
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ogized for the slight delay in sending it, 
hoped it would prove satisfactory in every 
way, and asked for a remittance of $2. The 
pens cost him 60 cents each. 

He sent a pen to “Henry Curtif,” of Chi- 
cago, The real name of the dead man was 
Curtis. It had been misprinted in the “ad.” 
Curtis’s family, suspicious, notified the postal 
authorities.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

SypNey Porter, better known by his pen- 
name of O. Henry, died at the Polyclinic 
Hospital, New York City, on June 5. Mr. 
Porter had been suffering from a complica- 
tion of diseases, though it was only a few 
days before his death that he gave up work 
and went to the hosnital, where an operation 
was performed, but without avail. Born forty- 


three years ago in Greensbore, N. C., Sydney 
Porter had only a common school education 
and a considerable reading of the classics as 
his preparation for a literary life. His health 
was poor when a boy, preventing his going 
to college, and he was sent to Texas to the 
Lee Hall cattle ranch for two years. Here 
he gathered much material which he used 
later in his short stories. After leaving the 
cattle country he went to Houston and got 
a position on The Post at $15 a week. With- 
in two weeks he was receiving $20, and in 
another two weeks $25. Next he bought 


Brann’s Jconoclast and ran it for about two 


years as a weekly, changing the name to the 
Rolling Stone. ‘Two years were spent in 


South America, where he drifted about, but 
made no success in the fruit raising which he 
undertook. It was in New Orleans that Mr. 
Porter decided to take a pen-name, and hit 
upon Henry while running through the so- 
ciety column in a newspaper. Many of his 
stories were returned to him, but he always 
sent them off again unchanged. It is eight 
years since, he came to New York, and dur- 
ing that time he had made a tremendous suc- 
cess, receiving for his stories in the maga- 
zines unusually large sums. While he could 
and did write tales in perfect English, he also 
made slang really funny. Among the best 
known of his books are “Cabbages and 
Kings,” “Options,” “The Four Million,” “The 
Trimmed Lamp,” “The Heart of the West.” 
His latest book, “Strictly Business,” appeared 
this spring. At the time of his death he was 
engaged on a long novel, but only a few 
pages had been written. 


Dr. ExizaseTH BLACKWELL, who founded 
the New York Infirmary for Women and 
Children and the Woman’s Medical College, 
and who had practiced medicine in England 
since 1859, died on June 1, at her residence, 
Rock House, Hastirfgs. She was born in Bris- 
tel, England, 1821, and came to this country in 
1832. She was an ardent abolitionist, and 
while teaching school in Kentucky was 
brought into direct contact with slavery. 
Holding the views she did her position soon 
became impossible. When she decided to 
study medicine the large medical schools in 
New York refused her admission, as did 
also twelve country colleges, the school at 
Geneva, N. Y., at last admitting her. As a 
pioneer in her profession, she met with many 
difficulties and hardships, but finally suc- 
ceeded in winning recognition for herself. 
At the time of the Civil War Dr. Blackwell 
started the National Sanitary Aid Associa- 
tion. She returned to England in 1869, prac- 
ticing in London and Hastings. She founded 
the National Health Society of London and 
assisted in founding the London School of 
Medicine for Women. Besides lecturing om 
medical and educational topics Dr. Blackwell 
wrote many books and pamphlets, among 
them “The Moral Education of the Young,” 
“The Human Element in Sex,” “The Influ- 
ence of Women in Medicine,” “Pioneer 
Work in Opening the Medical Profession to 
Women” and “The Physical Education of 


: Girls.” 
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GoLDWIN SmiTH died June 7 at the age of 
eighty-six, at The Grange, his home in To- 
rento, Canada. Born in Reading, England, 
August 23, 1823, Professor Smith received his 
education at Eton and Oxford, winning dis- 
tinction as an undergraduate at Magdalen 
College ar.d carrying off many honors in clas- 
sics. He was called to the English Bar in 
1847, but the life of a barrister did not offer 
a broad enough field and he turned his at- 
tention to journalism, contributing regularly 
to the London Saturday Review and London 
Daily News and other papers. From 1858- 
66 Mr. Smith was Regius Professor of Mod- 
ern History at Oxford, visiting the United 
States in 1864, but returning to England to 
his educational work. His intense interest 
in the Civil War and Reconstruction period 
led him to this country once more, and he 
accepted the chair of English Constitutional 
History at Cornell University, where he re- 
mained until 1871, when he gave up active 
work in the wniversity, becoming Prefessor 
Emeritus. He then went to Toronto to live, 
and there married Mrs. Harriet Boulton, who 
died in 1909. Among Dr. Smith’s best known 
works may be mentioned “Does the Bible 
Sanction American Slavery?” (1863), “His- 
tory of the United States” (1893), “The 
United Kingdom” (1899), “Irish History and 
the Irish Question” (1905). 


STEPHEN VAN RENSSELAER Forp, a Metho- 
dist author, editor, composer and critic, and 
a member of one of the oldest families in the 
central part of New York State, died June 7 
at his home, No. 556 West 184th Street, New 
York City. He was seventy-four years old, 
and had been in ill health for five years. Mr. 
Ford was born in Greenville, N. Y. He was 
for many years connected with the Methodist 
Book Concern, at No. 150 Fifth Avenue, and 
was editor of “The Methodist Year Book,” 
“The General Minutes,” “International Ser- 
vices Pronouncing Bibles,” and assistant edi- 
tor of The Methodist Review. Among his 
compositions were “Melodies for Little Peo- 
ple,” “Imperial Songs” and “Junior League 
Songster.” During the Civil War he com- 
posed battle hymns which were sung by the 
Union armies. 


THE death is announced from London of 
Edward Jenkins, whose brilliant pamphlet, 
“Ginx’s Baby,” ridiculing the British Poor 
law, created a tremendous sensation thirty 
or forty years ago. Mr. Jenkins was born 
in India in 1838, received his education at 
McGill University and the University of Penn- 
sylvania, was called to the English bar at Lin- 
coln’s Inn, became agent-general for Canada 
and entered the British Parliament as a Lib- 
eral Imperialist, but drifted into the Conserv- 
ative ranks. He once contested Truro against 
Gladstone, but lost. When he died he was 
editor of the Overland Mail and the Home- 
ward Mail. Though the author of other 
books, it is by “Ginx’s Baby” that he is best 
known. 


Epwarp J. Swartz, for many years editor 
of the Philadelphia Evening Telegraph, died 
at his home in that city on June 4. In addi- 


tion to his newspaper work, which extended 
over forty-four years, Mr. Swartz devoted 
himself to playwriting. McKee Rankin. 
James O’Neil, Amy Lee, Annie Pixley and 
other actors and actresses of prominence ap- 
peared in his plays. Among his dramatic 
works were “A Square Man,” “Dad’s Giri,” 
“Princess Chuck,” “The Governess,” “Our 
Angel,” “The Kaffir Diamond,” “The Envoy,” 
“Bossett’s Fairy,“ “The Clipper’ and “The 
Syndicate.” Mr. Swartz was born in Buffalo 
sixty-two years ago and came to Philadelphia 
in 1866. 


Mary EizasetH Dewey died in Boston 
on June 4, at the age of eighty-nine. She 
was the translator of George Sand’s “Miller 
of Angibault,” and the editor of “Life and 
Letters of Catherine M. Sedgwick” and “Au- 
tobiography and Letters of Orville Dewey.” 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


HERETOFORE no announcement has _ been 
made as to the.name “Georg Schock,” author 
of the new novel, “Hearts Contending,” save 
that it was the nom de plume of a feminine 
writer living in Pennsylvania. “Georg 
Schock” is in reality Miss Katherine Loose 
and her home is Reading. She has written 
short stories which have attracted attention 
in Harpers Magazine, but this is her first 
novel. Unlike her stories, “Hearts Contend- 
ing’ is not written in dialect, although its 
characters are the same sturdy Berks County 
Germans. 


T. A. Daty, whose verses in Italian dialect 
have won him well-deserved fame throughout 
the United States, is to be given the degree 
of Doctor of Letters by Fordham College at 
its next Commencement. Mr, Daly’s last 
volume, “Carmina” (John Lane Company), 
contained not only verses in Italian dialect, 
but songs of the transplanted Irish and a 
few poems in English. In all three branches 
of verse Mr. Daly has attained eminence, but 
as the poet of the “dago” he is unique. Mr. 
Daly responded to one of the toasts at the 
last convention banquet of the American 
Booksellers’ Association in a way that will 
be long remembered by every bookseller 
present. 


WILi1AM DEVEREUX, co-author with Stephen 
Lovell in the novelization of their successful 
play, “Sir Walter Raleigh,” was an actor as 
well as a playwright. His first professional 
appearance was made in 1800, and the stage 
on which he appeared was no less an impor- 
tant one than the Memorial Theatre at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon. For the first three years of 
his career he acted exclusively in Shake- 
speare, but later toured largely and acted in 
almost every form of the drama. Mr. Dev- 
ereux has been most happy in writing plays 
around well-known historical characters, and 
has had produced with great success “Robin 
Hood,” “Henry of Navarre,” and his latest 
play, “Sir Walter Raleigh,” upon which the 
novel “Raleigh,” published by the Lippincotts 
this spring, was founded.

FreperIcK J. Drake, Chicago, has pub- 
lished F, Maire’s “Modern Painters’ Cyclo- 
pedia,” dealing with the industrial side of the 
painter’s art in clear and exhaustive manner.

Avenue and Randolph Street, Chicago, have 
brought out their Pocket Directory of the 
American Press for 1910, as usual fully re- 
vised and brought up to date. 


Tue title of James Lane Allen’s forth- 
coming book, hitherto announced as “A Brood 
of the Eagle,” has been changed. It is now 
given out as “The Doctor’s Christmas Eve” 
(Macmillan). Unfortunately most booksell- 
ers will probably consider the change any- 
thing but one for the better. 


A. M. Ropertson, San Francisco, publishes 
a pretty little boxed volume entitled “Wo- 
man’s Eyes,” being verses translated from 
the Sanskrit by Arthur William Ryder, as- 
sistant professor of Sanskrit in the Univer- 
versity of California and dedicated to Irving 
Stringham, the mathematician. 


A TIMELY publication is “King Edward vm. 
as a Man and a Monarch,” a memorial ad- 
dress delivered at Trinity Episcopal Church, 
Columbus, Ohio, May 15, 1910, by James 
Boyle, formerly United States Consul, Liver- 
pool, England. The pamphlet may be had 
from A. H. Smythe, Columbus, Ohio. 


Funk & WilacGNnaLts Company have just 
published “The Good of Life and Other Lit- 
tle Essays,” by William Cleaver Wilkinson, 
professor of poetry and criticism in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. There are fifty-six of 
these little essays, and the keynote of them 
all is genial, kindly, contagious humor. 


B. W. Huesscn will issue shortly “Daily 
Ways to Health,” by Mrs. Emily M. Bishop 
and Gwyneth K. Roe. Mrs. Bishop’s first 
book, “Seventy Years Young,” continues its 
steady sale, and she is still working as con- 
vincingly as ever among the young women 
of Chautauqua and elsewhere teaching them 
how to be strong and happy. 


Tue first volume of General Weyler’s long- 
promised memoirs has been published in 
Madrid. The book is entitled “My Rule in 
Cuba,” and the Captain General is expected 
to make important revelations. The work 
consists of four volumes, but the volume 
which has just appeared does not reach the 
explosion on the Maine or the Cuban war. 


Joun W. Luce, Boston, has just brought 
out a most interesting volume on “Maurice 
Hewlett.” in which Milton Bronner, author 
of “Letters from the Raven,” gives a crit- 
ical review of Hewlett’s prose and poetry, 
also some facts concerning the life of this 
man, whose books have come to be recog- 
nized as events of more than ordinary im- 
portance. 


Forses & Co. have now ready “The Life 
of John Albert Johnson,” by Frank A. Day 
and Theodor M. Knappen, who highly ap- 
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preciated what this man, who was three 
times Governor of Minnesota, stood for in 
the hearts of the people. His premature 
death is almost a national bereavement, for 
his was a career of great and increasing pos- 
sibilities. 

THE (English) Bookseller states that the 
sale of the first issues of Nelson’s two-shill- 
ing novels is proving very satisfactory, re- 
prints of two out of the three having been 
required already. The same house, with 
amazing enterprise, brought out, within a 
week of his death, a “Life of King Edward 
vith,” in their sevenpenny library, written 
in popular but accurate form, well illustrated 
and printed, and appropriately bound in royal 
purple. 


“MILTon’s CENTENARY” is the title of a 
modest and tastefully printed address deliv- 
ered by Professor Henry A. Beers on the 
occasion of the poet’s three hundredth birth- 
day, before the Modern Language Club of 
Yale University, and now appearing with the 
imprint of the Yale University Press. It is 
a cordial appraisal of the writer’s qualities 
both as a poet and a man. There are only 
two hundred copies, printed from type, and 
it is expected that the little book will not 
long remain in print. 


Joun Lane Company have just ready 
“Simon the Jester,” W. J. Locke’s new novel. 
It is as whimsical as “Septimus,” and tells 
how Simon de Gex, after learning from the 
doctor that he can live but a few months, de- 
cides to spend the time in eumoiriety (the 
attainment of happiness through altruism). 
He does many quixotic things, then regains 
his health and has to face the consequences 
of his good acts, which seem to be quite as 
dire as if he had taken to evil courses. Mr. 
Locke handles this situation with all his usual 
charm and humor. 


THE utility of Bishop Meade’s great work, 
“Old Churches and Families of Virginia,” 
known and read of all who are interested in 
the history and genealogy of America, was 
greatly lessened by the want of a proper in- 
dex. This want is now met perfectly by the 
publication of a “Digested Index and Geneal- 
ogical Guide,” which was compiled by Jen- 
nings Cropper Wise and is now issued by the 
Lippincotts. Wise’s Index is absolutely full 
and accurate, and its appearance should be 
welcome news to students and to the tracers 


of records. 


Writtam RanpotpH Hearst, who was re- 
ported in Monday’s papers as. having been 
robbed of $25,000 by a Milan pickpocket, im- 
mediately wrote a letter of denial to the Lon- 
don papers declaring the story to be a “ridicu- 
lous invention.” He said he has not been out 
of England or France since arriving in Eu- 
rope; and stated in the most vigorous lan- 
guage of annoyance that papers which would 
publish such a canard were quite beneath 
contempt so far as news value was concerned. 
Among the papers which reported the alleged 
theft was his own New York American!
